We are well on our way to compiling responses for the Department's data call related to the recent Executive 
Order on the Review of Designations Under the Antiquities Act.

Research by external parties (e.g„ Fieadwaters Economics and Pew Trust reports) 
indicate that protected landscapes are a draw for visitors and do result in increased 
visitation to a region. Thus, it is reasonable to conclude that visitation would be less if 
the lands had not been designated as a monument.
